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DETAILS OF LONGINES CHRONOSCOPE TELEVISION PROGRAM 


This Series, begun in June, 1951, is telecast from New York over 
the CBS-TV nationwide network every Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday evening from 11:00 to 11:15 PM. Our purpose is to explore 
the vital issues of the hour and the anxieties of the American public. 

We have had the good fortune to attract the best audience in the 
discussion field in this medium and to receive the Freedoms Founda- 
tion Gold Medal award for outstanding public service and excellence. 

Our procedure is exactly like a newspaper interview, with two nation- 
ally known newspaper or magazine editors as interrogators and a 
single guest. Our editors do not have any views on this program and 
we conduct no debate. The guest's information and opinions are all 
that interest us, and we give him every opportunity to present his 
views in the most favorable light. 

The guest indicates the material he would most like to cover in the 
interview and we adhere to that as much as possible, taking advantage 
of whatever news developments may occur in order to give the inter- 
view a maximum of public interest. Our limited time permits us to 
cover only two or three major topics. Our guests have comprised a 
long line of distinguished public leaders from all over the world, and 
these men have repeatedly remarked that they had never had a fairer 
or more professional television interview. 

We need from you, as soon as a definite date for your appearance is 
set, or now, if convenient, a full biographical sketch and glossy print 
portraits in one or more poses, for we give these interviews nationwide 
press. In addition to these, we would like to have a brief memorandum 
suggesting the two or three topics you would especially like to develop. 
We will later send you a fully detailed instruction sheet, in advance of 
your appearance.
